The  Keynote  Speaker 

Nunotte  Zama  earned  a  computer  programming  degree  at 
Roxbury  Community  College  (1988) ,  then  transferred  to 
the  University  of  Massachusetts  Boston  to  finish  a 
Bachelor's  Degree  in  Management  (199 1)  •  During  this 
period  of  study,  Ms.  Zama  worked  in  the  RCC  Computer 
Services  Department,  first  as  a  computer  technician,  later 
as  a  systems  analyst.  She  also  played  an  active  leadership 
role  in  the  Caribbean  focus  program.  She  chose  to  enter 
law  school  at  the  University  of  Miami  and  became  Juris 
Doctor  in  1995.  This  led  to  a  diplomat  position  in 
Washington,  D.C.  with  the  Permanent  Mission  of  Haiti  to 
the  Organization  of  American  States.  Boston,  however,  is 
her  "home  away  from  home",  and  she  has  returned  here 
with  her  daughter  to  practice  law  part-time  and  serve  as  the 
Haitian  consulate's  legal  advisor.

The  composer,  bom  in  Jacksonville,  Florida  in  1871,  attended  Atlanta  University.  His 
subsequent  careers  as  a  public  school  principal,  lawyer,  diplomat,  executive  secretary  for 
the  NAACP  and  professor  of  creative  literature  at  Fisk  University  paralleled  his  growth  and 
maturity  as  a  poet  and  man  of  letters.  At  the  time  of  his  death  in  1938,  he  was  regarded 
as  one  of  the  foremost  African  Americans  of  his  generation,  (from  The  Poetry  of  the 
Negro,  1746-1970,  edited  by  Langston  Hughes  and  Arna  Bontemps).
